If  ,  necessary  an  outside  detec- 
tive of  high  reputation  in  criminal 
affairs  should  be  secured  Tlii» 
course  does  aeem  necessary  when  u 
is  considered  that  our  local  authori- 
ties arc  non  phi.ssed  hy  lIu-  <  riinr 
and  the  circumstances  that  surround 
It.  It  is  an  .affair  that  mast  not  be 
allowed  to  remain  a  total  tuysti- 
fication.  Thc  public  require  sale- 
guards  for  the  ftttwe,  and  the  best 
safeguard  of  all  is  the  hrioginff  of 
the  murderer  to  book. 

In  the  meantime  it  is  a  strange 
commentary  on  the  whole  situation 
that  so  little  interest  should  have 
been  aroused  in  the  strictures  ad- 
vanced on  the  present  f.uilities  that 
prevail  for  seeunng  firearms.  1  lie 
history  of  crime  itt  the  Province 
should  be  a  warnbg  to  the  authori 
ties.  This  matter  of  restricting  the 
sale  of  firearms  ia  one  that  calls  for 
drastic  legislation.  So  long  as  the 
regulations  can  be  evaded,  as  at  pres- 
ent, there  fill  be  crime,  and  the  per- 
petrators, as  often  as  not,  will  l>e 
found  to  be  those  who  are  unlaw- 
ful!/ in  poaae**ion  of  firearms.  The 
Government's  duty  hi  the  protection 
of  human  life  transcends  all  its 
other  duties.  The  main  function  of 
government  is  to  raise  barriers 
against  evil  doing  and  0«t  merely  to 
punish  those  respoaaiM*  when  evil 
is  done.  .Ml  experience  shows  that 
tl>«  tUcsat  poasraainn  oL  lethal 
weapona  ia  'an  incentive  to  crime. 
The  barriers  against  pohsibility  of 
/possession  should  be  made  far  more 
rigid  than  they  are. 

PRBCIOUS  STONES 

A  dispatch  alluding  to  the  finding 
of  sapphires  on  Vancouver  laland  is 
probably  somewhat  in  error  ia  con- 
tusing ilie  stones  found  with  those 
of  the  diamond  variety.  Thc  diamond 
IS  charcoal  or  carbon  in  a  pure  and 
crystalline  form,  whereas  the  sapphire 
is  thc  name  given  to  brightly  col- 
ored varieties  of  Corundum,  a  crys- 
tallized or  massive  tnineril  composed 
of  nearly  pure  anhydrous  alumina. 
Perhaps  some  confusion  has  arisen 
about   the    VailcOaver    Island  dis 
covery.  whatever  it  is,  •because  the 
slonei  are  so  nearly  white.  Sapphire 
is  the  name  uaoally  given  to  brightly 
color^ed  varieties  of  Corundum,  and 
especially  to  the  blue  stone,  the  red 
being  more    commonly  designated 
Oriental  Ku))y.  ^  Sapphire  discoveries 
usually  occur  in  varioualy  terminated 
six-sided    prisms    and     in  rolled 
masses.    The  stones  are  found  in  the 
beds  of  rivers  and  associated  with 
crystallized/  rocks  chiefly  In  Ceylon 
and  Pegu,  but  also  in  Bohemia;  near 
Expailly,  in  Auvergne  and  in  New 
South  Walea. 

If  it  ia  some  I'l'Tiii  of  the  crystals 
of  Corundum  that  has  ^ccii  found  it 
is  quite  obvious  that  the  atones  are 
wrongly  designate. !  -is  diamonds, 
wliich  are  formed  of  a  different  com- 
position. Diamonds,  as  we  have 
pointed  out,  consist  of  pure  or  nearly 
pure  carbon.  The  most  valuable  are 
perfectly  colorless  and  transparent. 
Those  only  slightly  colored  arc  Ik  Id 
in  thc  least  estimation.  It  miy  be 
said  that  diamonds  as  a  rule  are 
found  in  a  detached  state  in  alluvial 
deposits,  from  which  they  ace  ex- 
tracted by  washing.  The  yancou- 
ver  Island  atones  are  reputed  to  have 
brouKhf  ,1  price  of  $25  per  carat. 
Had  they  been  diamonds,  the  price 
would  have  iieen  enhanced  many 
times  over  this  amount  Whatever 
the  stones  discovered  arc  thc  reputed 
find  is  wor^  inrcstigailon.  The  poi- 

sitiility  of  thc  existence  of  precious 
stones  on  Vancouver  IslaiuLia  doubt- 
less within  thc  knowledge  of  mining 
expefftl.

While  Canadian  fat  cattle  were  .1 
lowed  to  enter  Hritain  without  any 
change  In  regulations.  iJr.  Grisdale 
said  he  would  recommend  alt  cattio 
going  forward  aa  store  cattle.

Dr.  Grisdale  aald  tha  porta  of 
Dundee.
